because graduation from that 


course of study allows a student 
to select any of the professions 
he may want to pursue in college, 

But selection of other ‘‘lines*’, 
while allowing a continuation of 
education at the university level, 
does not provide proper credit for 
study towards a medical or legal 
degree, for example. 

Other differences - Norwegian 
schools operate six days a week, 
but the hours are about the same; 
teachers, back in Norway, move 
from class to class, the students 
Stay put, 

One stimulating change here is 
the availability of a library com- 
bined with assignments that re= 
quire its use, Gunnar, whose fond- 
ness for music extends to opera, 
also finds recordings a-plenty at 
the Library, 

And homework? It’s about the 
same, Except that Gunnar has to 
spent extra time here, because of 
course and language differences, 
Thus it’s three hours a day at-the 
books, compared to two or less at 
home, 

Even as there appear to be some 
Similarities in schools, the town’s

4, The petition will place the 
matter before the 1964 legislature, 
If the legislature fails to adopt 
the proposal by the second Wednes= 
day in May, 1964, the League plans 
to carry the issue to the 1964, 
ballot by filing at least 11,000 
additional signatures. The drive 
this fall is not seeking to put a 
referendum on the ballot; it is 
directed at the legislature. 

The petition would seek to re= 
duce the council to the position 
intended by the founding fathers 
by repealing statutory functions 
but allowing the Council’s con= 
stitutional powers to remain, 
Under the petition, the Council’s 
constitutional powers to confirm 
appointments of judges, approve 
pardons, and pass on state 
warrants for payment would not be 
involved, The petition would leave 
in the hands of the Council statutory 
power to approve appointments to 
five quasi-judicial boards, in- 
cluding the Youth Service Board, 
the State Parole Board, the Indus- 
trial Accident Board, the Appellate 
Tax Board, and the Public Utilities 
Commission, Among the miscella- 
neous statutory functions of the 
Council which the petition would 
rescind, the most important is the 
involvement of the Council in busi- 
ness conducted by the state govern= 
ment, Should the petition succeed, 
Council approval of contracts, 
leases, purchases, sales andother 
Similar transactions would no 
longer be required.

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Gray Area Unavoidable 


The Charter Study Committee spent a considerable 
amount of time, last week, discussing policy vs adminis- 
tration. 

And the members seemingly agreed that there is a 
“gray area’’ in which these functions overlap. The pro- 
blem comes in how a charter can be written to specifical- 
ly define policy and administration. 

In our view, as long as human beings react as ex- 
perience dictates they will, there will be a substantial 
gray area. No amount of charter revision will change this. 

In fact, all an individual has to do is examine his own 
reactions to an imaginary situation: 

If you were a Selectman, would you, or would you not, 
be interested in following through on Board policy? 

If the answef is yes, then you are literally getting into 
the field of administration. For the charter presumably 
separates the making of policy from the implementation of 
it. Discussions of the way the manager has carried out 
the policy, and any accompanying suggestions, would be 
interpreted as meddling. 

This, of course, is an impractical situation. 

‘As long as human beings hold office, they will want to 
know what is being done about various problems and 
projects; they will have ideas on better, or at least al- 
ternate, ways to accomplish the same objectives; they 
will present complaints referred to them by residents of 
the town, who are also voters. 

No amount of charter revision will successfully prevent 
the Selectmen from keeping close watch on administration 
and discussing items that might be specifically within 
the manager’s area of responsibility. 

In fact, we would have it no other way. 

The Selectmen have the sole responsibility for the 
management of the town, by virtue of their power to hire 
and fire a town manager. 

It would be neglectful indeed if the Board did not con- 
tinually examine the manager’s work to be certain it is 
being done properly. Such an examination often requires 
discussion at meetings — then this is called interference. 

We agree with one comment made at the Study Com- 
mittee meeting — the gray area depends entirely on the 
good judgment of the individuals serving on the Board of 
Selectmen, and on the wisdom, common sense and courage 
of the manager. They have to mutually walk a thin line. 
A false step on one side results in abdication of authority 
and responsibility by the Selectmen; a wrong step on the 
other side results in the manager becoming an errand-boy 
for an officious Board. 


Itemized Reasons, Please 


The time is ripe for the School Committee to itemize 
its specific reasons for endorsing a new, four million 
dollar, high school. 

This should be done with clarity of reasoning, paying 
full attention to the cost factor, the advantages of a new 
school over an enlarged one, population projections, and 
to all other pertinent data. 

Although it is a long time before town meeting, it has 
become quite evident that many residents are making up 
their minds about the school, on the basis of rather scanty 
information. 

One of the biggest factors seems to be inclusion of a 
swimming pool; another is the debate over a full 1,500 
auditorium. 

But the more important facts — demands of a growing 
school population, educational requirements, cost com- 
parisons between one plan and another — all seem to be 
playing second fiddle. 

It’s about time that pertinent answers are provided, so 
that intelligent decisions can be made by all of the voters 
— they, after all, make the decisions at town meeting.

The town government and 
officials of Pike School are taking, 
separate, but cooperative, steps 
to prevent Sunset Rock rd, from 
becoming a dangerous or congested 
street, 

The town, through its highway 
department, is currently widening 
the road at some curves, and addi- 
tional work will be done when 
engineering is completed, Town 
Manager Thomas E, Duff reported 
to the Selectmen Monday night that 
the budget program for highway 
improvements includes this road, 
A section of ledge is being re- 
moved and thecurve at the Webster 
home is being widened. 

“This work will remove a 
dangerous hazard that has existed 
at this curve’’, wrote Mr. Duff, 
“*especially in the wintertime when 
it has been impossible to bank 
snow on either side of the road 
due to the excessive ledge’’. 

Hydrants have been relocated, 
he explained, to provide for widen- 
ing the road, 

The Board of Selectmen received, 
two weeks ago, a letter from 
Irving E, Rogers of Sunset Rock 
rd, calling attention to a 
potentially dangerous situation, He 
stressed that additional traffic, 
through parents bringing children 
to the new Pike Schoo] and other 
vehicles going to and from the 
School, could cause a_ highly 
dangerous condition, He told the 
Board that efforts had been made 
to persuade Pike School trustees 
to provide for an exit onto Hidden 
rd,, to alleviate the problem, This 
had not been done, his letter con- 
tinued,
